WARRANT FOR TOWN MEETING 


To C. A. RicHARDsSON, a Constable of the Town of Greenwood, in the 
County of Oxford, Greeting: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby required to no- 
tify and warn the inhabitants of said town of Greenwood, qualified 
by law to vote in town affairs, to meet at Hotel hall in Locke’s Mills 
village in said town, on the second day of March, 1903, at ten o’clock 
in the forenoon, to act on the following articles, to wit: 


Article 1. To choose a Moderator to preside at said meeting. 
Art, 2, To choose a Town Clerk for the ensuing year, 
Art. 3. To act on the reports of town officers. 


Art. 4. To choose Selectmen, Assessors, and Overseers of the Poor 
for the ensuing year. 


Art. 5. To choose a Road Commissioner for the ensuing year. 


Art. 6. To choose one member of the Superintending School Com- 
mittee. 


Art. 7. To choose a Supervisor of Schools for the ensuing year. 
Art. 8. To choose all other town officers for the ensuing year. 


Art. 9. To see what action the town will take in relation to pay- 
ing the collector his per cent. for collection on abated taxes after 
1901, 


Art. 10. To see if the town will dispense with the liquor agency 
for the ensuing year. 


Art. 11. To see if the town will grant and raise such sums of 
money as may be necessary for the maintenance and support of 
schools, and the poor, and to defray all other town charges for the 
ensuing year.

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Art. 12. To see what sum of money the town will raise to be ex- 
pended in permanent improvement of the State road in said town, in 
accordance with the law of 1901. : 


Art. 13. To see what action the town will take in relation to re- 
pairing the town farm buildings, and raising the money for the same. 


Art. 14. To see how much the town will vote per hour for men 
and oxen or horses for labor on highway. 


Art. 15, To see if the town will grant and raise such sums of 
money as may be necessary for building and repairing roads and 
bridges for the ensuing year. 


Art. 16. To see if the town will grant and raise such sums of mon- 
ey as may be necessary for breaking roads. 


Art. 17. To see if the town will grant and raise such sums of mon- 
ey as may be necessary to pay the interest on the town debt and 
school fund for the ensuing year. 


Art, 18. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
toward paying the town debt. 


Art. 19. To see what sum of money the town will grant and raise 
to purchase school books for the ensuing year. 


Art, 20. To see what sum of money the town will grant and raise 
for repairs of schoolhouses and purchase of appliances for the ensu- 
ing year. 


Art, 21. To see what sum of money the town will vote, if any, 
for Memorial Day. 


Art, 22. To see if the town will vote to instruct the School Com- 
mittee to maintain a school in districts No. 1, 7, 8 and 9, or other- 
wise. 


Art, 28. To see if the town will vote to change the location of the 
schoolhouse on Patch Mountain so as to better convene the scholars 
who attend said school, and appropriate money for same. Location 
to be designated by School Committee. 


The Selectmen will be in session at Hotel Hall at 9 o’clock a, m. 
of said day of meeting, to revise the list of voters.

SCHOOL REPORT 


The following report of the schools of the town for the past year is 
respectfully submitted to the citizens of the town for their consider- 
ation, 


At the spring meeting of the school board it was decided to 
maintain nine schools for the spring term at least, which has been 
done throughout the year, for 29 weeks with the exception of Howe 
Hill which had but 25, The same teachers have been employed in 
two of these schools for the entire year. In four the same teachers 
have been retained for two terms; changes have been made in all 
others as was thought best. The attendance in some of our schools has 
been very good while in others it has not been what it should have 
been, Parents should make more effort to have their children attend 
more regular. It isa duty that they owe to their children to give 
them what limited advantages we have fora common school educa- 
tion. 


It has been very hard to get good and experienced teachers and re- 
tain them at the prices we have been in the habit of paying. And lam 
of the opinion that in years to come we will have to pay more price 
for teachers of experience, which of course would mean a less num- 
ber of weeks of school. Butitis not the quantity of our schooling 
so much as the quality that we should consider, for we all know 
that 20 weeks of good school is of far more value than 30 weeks of an 
inferior quality. It is not of so much importance whether our school. 
rooms are fitted up with old fashioned seats and benches or with the 
more modern chair and desk. If we have in that schoolroom a teach- 
er who is fitted for the work and capable of getting our boys and 
girls interested in the work of education and to inspire in their hearts 
and minds the desire to become good menand women. We must 
keep in mind and not forget that the prime purpose of our schools is 
the training of these boys and girls for life’s duties,-and that we 
must look to the teacher that possesses noble and ambitious thoughts 
as well as a good stock of that most essential article, common sense, 
for the best results. Iam willing to admit that I have not succeeded 
in every case in getting such teachers as I have described but in the 
majority of cases our schools have been very satisfactory and a fair 
amount of work welldone, This year I have by strict economy man- 
aged to keep within the appropriation for books’ and have balanced 
up the old deficiency and got a small amount left. 
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In the matter of repairs we have not done anything extensive on any 
of our buildings but some thing on most all as we always will have 
to do. The house at Greenwood city has been finished with sheathing 
but now needs to be filled and varnished to make it right. More 
money should be appropriated for repairs this year as the house in 
No.7 should be either thoroughly repaired or a new one built. We 
thought best to renew the insurance on our school property this year 
as the old policy expired this spring and no money was appropriated 
for this purpose we decided to draw from the repair fund the amount 
of premium ($63.75) which insures our school buildings to April, 1907. 


In closing I wish to again extend my thanks to the members of the 
school board for their willingness to assist in matters pertaining to 
school work, to the citizens for their kind words and good wishes 
and to the teachers and pupils for their courtesy and evident desire 
to do their best, j
